Large  areas  of  the 
country  had  not  yet  been  invaded  by  the  strike,  which,  union  officers 
declared,  was  an  effort  to  overttirQ^  the  unioiis  and  make  way  for  a 
new  organization. 

The  >v.itchnien  m  New  Eneland,  in  a'.l  the  Southeastern  states, 
and  in  the  Upper  Mississippi  and  the  Missouri  Valleys  remained  at 
work,  those  In  Denver  and  St.  Paul  an4  Minneapolis  formally  votmg 
for  that  course.

Tlie  insurfeiit'linfws  weire^Jtienfthened  ly  nearly  8,000  today, 
when  the  switchmen  in  twenty-two  additional  cities  and  towns  struck, 
and  further  walkouts  occurred  in -large  railroad  centres.  Against  this 
gain,  about  1,000  strikers  returned  to  work  in  a  half-dozen  places. 
More  than  4,000  joined  the  strikers  already  out  in  Toledo,  Detroit, 
Columbus,  Indls^apolls,  Po^rt  Woftli  an4  other  cities.      ,  .

MINES  AT  PHOENIX 

ARE  TO  BE  CLOSED 

GRAND  FORKB*  D.C,,  AprU 
The  Oranby  CoaaaUdated  Mining  Co. 
will  close  and  dismantle  its  mines  at 
Phoenix.    The  plant  will  be  disposed 

of  locally  or  moved  to  other  mines 
of  the  company,  according  to  Super- 
intendent C.  M.  Carapbell,  who  stated 
that  ho  liad  received  ofllclal  instruc- 
tions to  close  the  plant 

The  Phoenix  mines  became  famous 
for  the  quantity  of  low-grade  copper 
ore  that  was  successfully  handled. 
Jt  was  to  develop  this  property  that 
the  Oranby  Company  was  organized, 
and  during  its  operations,  on  which  it 
paid  .sovoral  millions  In  dividends, 
over  i;<,000,000  tons  of  ore  have  been 
shipped  from  tho  property  with  a 
KroBs  recovery  of  about  |5S,000,000. 
There  are  some  3,000.000  tons  of  ore 
still  in  the  mine,  according  to  the 
last  annual  report,  hut-  It  is  appar- 
ently to  be  abandoned.

Legislature  approved  Principle 
of  Bill  Whicfi  Will  Do  Away 
With  Body-t'Paper  Legjsla- 


With  the  approval  of  the  Hooae  to 
the  second  readlna  of  the  bill  to 
eliminate  the  Public  UtUltles  Com- 
mission, the  Legislature  yesterday 
relaaated  to  the  Umbo  of  thinas  past, 
a  body  that  at  tauit  year's  session  was 
inatvttrated  with  a  flourish  of  trum- 
peti  aad  Whieh  was  goinv  to.  worlc  so 
nraeh  good  la  exarefilaa  a  proper 
supervision  over  public  service  oraani- 
sattons,  especially  such  as  the  B.C. 
Electric  and  the  B.C.  Telephone.  Both 
these  concerns  have  slnco  been  with- 
drawn from  the  jurisdlcUon  of.  tlie 
oommiaslon  anil  placed  under  that  of 
tha  Railroad  Board  of  Canada,  with 
the  result  that  the  Provincial  oeas* 
mission  developed  Into  a  hody  #UlM>ilk 
any*  real  aerloua  iduties.  .  The  Cora- 
miaaioner.  Major  Retallaok.  is  draw<- 
inc  a  salary  of  17.600,  equal  to  that 
of  the  Premier,  while  the  asareaate 
outlays  for  the  department  cost  last 
year  some  $16,000,  and  there  Is  an 
Item  in  the  present  estimates  for  |24.- 
000  fpr  the  same  purpose,  thoush.  It 
ia  explained,  i^  la  toot  propoeed  to 
speaa  that  wheje  aqitfj^  mt  oal| 
enottch  to  permit  eC  the  worli  or  tM 
commisaion  l>eina  wound  up,  some- 
thtna  expected  within  the  next  thi-ee 
months. 

Mr.  i.  Hawthornthwaite,  in  con- 
tlnuina  the  debate  on  the  motion  for 
the  aeoond  reading  in  the  House  yes- 
terday afternoon,  expreaeed  regret 
that  the  eomnileeioa  was  to  be  done 
away  with,  for,  he  believed,  there  waa 
scope  for  much  further  usefulness, 
especially  in  view  of  the  lilgh  cost  of 
|4ivteg,  tiie  lumber -prieee  whieh  gave- 
evidence  of  profiteering,  and  other 
matters.  If  the  Government  liad  bad 
the  nerve  to  bring  some  of  those  in- 
dustries under  the  operation  of  the 
commlaatoB,  and  the  i^et  paeeed  last 
year*  ipermttted  that  ae  ooniddared. 
some  real  good  would  have  reaalted. 
By  repealing  the  last  year's  adt  the 
Government  waa  removing  one  of  the 
strongest  arguments  there  waa  for  its 
support  by  the  people.  The  Attorney- 
General  held  out  hope  that  there 
would  be  some  conference  with  the 
MunicipallUes  whereby  the  prinolpla 
would  be  broadened  eut.  but  h*  (Mr. 
Hawtbomthwaite)  doubted  lir  the 
dvrernment  would  be  la; a  poaltlon  to 
do  so. 

Hon,  Mr.  Farrls:  Don't  you  think 
e  win  be  back  again?

A 
woman,  away  down,  without  ii  i'riend, 
Comes  to  the  water  and,  leaning  over 
the  parapet,  she  thinks  there  :b  ^leace 
beneath  the  waves,  but  t>he  turns 
baok  and  docldae  to  held  on  to  Ufa. 

Jesus  said,  "I  am  He  that  liveth 
and  was  dead,  and  have  the  keys  of 
hell  and  of  death."

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Strength  of  Insects 


R  E  M  E  M  B  £R  Qg^fi_ .  m4i»g 
a  story  of  a  certain  Car- 
thusian monk  rejoicing  in, 
the  name  of  Dotn  Allou, 
who  lived  many  years  ago, 
who  made  a  study  of  insects  while 
Uvittg  wHkiii  the  confiiiei  of  a  .  district 
in  Southern  Italy  noted  for  it^  natural 
be^ties.  Apparently  this  hobby  of  Doro 
Allou  was  well  known  to  others  of  his  6rder 
and  to  the  members  of  the  scientific  world, 
ior  it  lead  Reaumur,  a  noted  naturalist  of  tiie 
^y,  to  remark  of  Dom  Allou  that  his  "piea> 
sure  consisted  in  admiring  the  work's  of  the 
Almighty  when  not  occupied  in  singing  His 

Having  occasion  lately  to  refer  to  lom^ 
works  of  Reaumur,  the  following  pasMge 
of  his  appears  in  reference  to  the  wohny 
Cuthustan  observer:  "If  ifae  pbtw  monks 
possessed,  like  Dora  Allou,  the  love  of  ob- 
serving insects,  we  might  hope  that  the  most 
eBtfnmt  facta' in  -the  hifitairy  of  those  litths 
creatures  would  soon  be  made  known  to  us.' 
What  enjoyment  more  worthy  of  the  calling 
they  have  chosen  could  these  pipus  men  pur- 
sue than  that  which  would  place  before  their 
eyes  the  marvellous  creations  of  an  Almighty 
power?  Even  their  leisure  would  then  in- 
cline them  to  adore  that  Power,  and  would 
furnish  them  the  means  to  make  others  do 
so  who  are  occupied  by  too  serious  or  too 
frivolous  employments. 

One  does  not  realize  until  one  seriously 
undertakes  to  watch  closely  the  innumerable 
(otms  ol  animal  life,  and  the  details  of  that 
life,  surrounding  us  on  all  sides,  the  extra- 
ordinary lessons  and  m«rals  that  are  pointed 
otif\tb  us.  Insects  provide  us  with  forms  of 
aAfmal  life  which  abound  in  elements  worthy 
of^ttidy  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  some  kind 
of'  insect  may  invarialbly  be  seeti  at  any  time 
when  one  lies  down  in  tlie  grass  to  rest  or 
when  walking  out  in  the  woods  or  fields  for 
exercise  or  play. 

The  powc^  of  observation  and  the  ability 
to  apply  elementary  principles  to  the  facts 
observed  arc  tlie  two  requisites  necessary 
for  ^the  study.  With  such  abiUtte?  life  in  tlie 
open  air  takes  on  a  new  zest  aif4 
\yeary  hours  are  improved. 

It  was  not  so:  long  ago,  while  lying  on  a 
sandy  beach  t>n  the  shores  of  a  lake  in  the 
Okauagau  Valley,  that  my  attention  was 
dr^wn  to  a  cohnnn  of  small  red  ants  winding 
their  way  over  the  santl  from  some  point  out 
of  sight  to  tlicir  nest,  which  was  later  dis? 
covered  only  a  few  yarifo  away.  There  is 
something  fascinating  abput  wSitching  a 
column  of  ants  movine  ttp  and  down  a  more 
or  less  beaten  trail.  Th«;ir' mc^ycnit^Us  seem 
.so  aimless  and  yet  so  ordered^  btiit  doubtless 
each  one  is  bent  upon  attaining  some  definite 
object  of  value  to  their  family.  One  of  their 
liiost  elemeiitary  objecfs,  of. course,  is  that  of 
procuring  food  to  feed  not  only  themselves, 
but  also  the  young  larvae  that  are  within  the 
nest.  On  the  occasioiH^l  ;Wive  iii  ihftid  two 
ants  were  cupapcd  in  Vari-ying  a  large  dead 
caterpillar,  fully  one  inch  and  a  quarter  in 
length,  which  they  had  very  possibly  kltltfd'  in 
some.battle  earlier  in  the  day,  towards  their 
nest.  The  caterpillar  was  fully  four  times  the 
length  of  a  single  ant  and  fonr  times  as 
broadband  its  weight  nmst  have  been  several 
times  i^reater.  In  half  an  hour  these  two 
ants,  with  no  other  assistance  than  the  power 
of  their  strong  little  legs  and  jaws,  had  pulled 
'  9nd  rolled  the  caterpillar  fully  one  yard  and 
they  had  fully  ten  more  yards  to-  go  before 
they  reached  their  destination.  This  would 
be  a  surprising  feat  ifven  if  the  ground  sur- 
face had  been  smooth  and  hard,  but  instead 
their  course  lay  on  soft  sand  and  over  some 
substantial  obstacles,  such  as  fallen  twigs 
from  the  poplar  trees  that  g^ew  in  the,  grove. 
The  wonder  of  this  undertaking  takes  on  a  be- 
wildering aspect  in  the  light  of  modern 
mechanics,  and  its  interest  leads  me  to  refer 
~4€^  some  observations  that-I-  ^lieve — were 
made  by  M.  Felix  Plateau,  a  Belgian  phy- 
sician, many  years  ago.  With  the  assistance 
of  a'  mechanic,  M.  Plateau  proved  to  his  Own 
satisfaction  that  the  power  of  traction  of  a 
man  of  an  average  weight  of  142  pounds  was 
pounds,  or  a  ratio  to  the  weighs  of  ^  tii^ 
body  of  87  to  100.  This  means  to  say  that  a 
normal  man  is  unable  to  pull  a  dead  weight 
oveir  H  normal  surface  equal  to  the  weight  of 
his  own  (body.  With  horses  we  are  igain 
presented  with  some  astounding  statements. 
We  hzvt  all  seen  those  fine  teams  of  horses 
on  the  streets  of  our  cities  and  we  have 
watch«:d  with  admiration  the  apparent  powet 
of  a  horse  attached  to  a  plough  on  a  farm. 
Y^i'  will  probably  feel  disinclined  to  believe 
thle  statement  that  a  horse  cannot  draw  much 
mons  than  half  of  its  own  weight.  Nevertheless, 
according  to  the  experiments  of  M.  Plateau 
and  h'tn  mechanician,  the  ratio  of  horse 
power  is  only  67  to  100,  and  so  it  appears  to 
1>e  true,  provided  the  horse  it  not  aided  by 
aiiy  modern  contrivances,  sndl  as  wheels  or 
sled^  Observe  the  difficulty  experienced  by 
an  ordinary  horse  to  remove  the  dead  body 
0/  its  mfitc  (torn  a  fiekl.  The  ratio  of  power 
of  an  elephant,  which  weighs  ordinarily 
about  four  tons,  is  even  less  than  the  horse. 

Wke^er  we  like  to  believe  these  state- 
ments or  not.  makes  little  diflFerence.  but  it 
would  be  an  exceedingly  interesting  study  if, 
after  wcigtiirig  Ourselves,  we  arrange  a 
wooden  box  on  the  lawn  or  gravel  walk  of 
our  houses,  piling  stones  of  given  weight 
iota  the  box  and  then  attempt  to  hsove  ft 
Having  reached  the  limit  of  our  strength  and 
miMuFed  the  distance  gone,  endeavor  to 
cw>  A  t»ectle  or  a  grassMpper  or  a  bumble 
ban  8<Mnc  large  black  bMstle  found  under 
tbp.  ftiaoca  .vsed  in  the  box  will  serve  the 
pwposa  l^ary  well.  Then  arrange  a  silken 
thfcad  around  its  body  so  as  isot  to  interfere 
with  its  movements  and  attach  a  cardboard 
box  to  the  other  end' of  the  thread,  filling  the 
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box  with  sand  or  gravel  until  it  is  found  the 
tfiaact  k-nnable  to  move.  You  will  be  sur- 
prised at  the  power  of  these  small  creatures. 
It  wouM  be  perils  Udnr  to  the  insect  the 
test  iii  straogtb  was  arranged  on  a  sh«^t  of 
paper  for  the  reason  that  stones  in  a  ^avel 
walk  would  assume  the  size  of  mountams  to 
the  insect  It  has  been  shown  that  beetles 
vary  very  much  in  their  powers  of  traction, 
according  to  size  and  species  and  what  their 
proper  uinctions  are  under  normal  condi- 
tions, but^  in  general  they  are  able  to  draw 
from  seven  to  forty  times  their  own  weight. 
Even  a  bee  can  draw  twenty  times  the  weight 
of.  its  bo^.    '  • 

I  am  sure  if  any  boy  or  girl  took  the 
trouble  to  can^  on  some  experiments  to  show 
th^  strengdi  of  insects  by  traetidfll  they 
would  reach  some  astotihdinpf  conclusions. 
Then  again,  it  might  be  possible  to  perform 
some  tests  with  weights  that  flying  insects 
are  able '  to  lift,  k  is  possible  they  may  be 
disappointed  in  the  strength  shown  by  in- 
sects in  flight.  They  are  not  able,  as  a  gen- 
eral rule,  to  lift  and  fly  away  with  much 
more  than  weights  equal  to  that  of  their  owh 
bodies.  In  these  days  with  aeroplanes  so 
common  it  would  be  interesting  to  ask  the 
weight  of  the  machines  and  to  determine 
what  weights  they  are  able  to  carry.  Hav- 
ing done  this,  and  in  order  to  find  out  the  re- 
lative powers  of  insects,  catch  a  dragon  fly, 
a  bee,  or  a  fly  and  attach  a  fine  piece  of  silk 
thread  either  around  the  body  or  to  one  leg. 
At  the  other  end  of  the  thread  fix  a  small 
piece  of  soft  wax  or  plasticine  and  to  this  at- 
tach some  small  objects,  such  as  stones,  the 
weight  o^  which  you  know.  Then  liberate 
the  insect  and  watch  results. 

These  experiments  and  observations,  if 
carried   out   wifhout   performing   acts  of 

cruelty,  should  not  only  give  you  ample  op- 
portunity to  practice  sums  in  arithmetic,  but 
should  also  serve  to  introduce  to  your  notice 
some  of  the  marvels  of  nature,  and  you  will 
learn  tp  apreciate  the  truth  of  the  remarks  of 
RiSaiimur  about  his  friend,  Dom  Allou. 

I  have  already  told  you  about  the  small 
red  ants  which  were  engaged  in  pulling  a 
dead  caterpillar  over  the.  sand  on  the  lake 
shore.  This  is  a  common  ant  in  British 
Columbia  and  may  be  found  on  the  Coast  as 
well  as  in  the  dry  Interior  sections  of  tlic 
Province.  It  rejoices  in  the  name  of  the 
Western  Fallow  .\nt  (Formica  rufa  ob- 
scuripes).  It  builds  its  nest  in  tlje  woods, 
{artning  a  large  mound  from  bits  of  twigs, 
leaves  and  the  common  refuse  of  the  woods. 
Sometimes  these  mounds  arc  3-4  feet  in 
height  and  as  wide  at  the  base.  They  are 
wonderful  structures  considering  the  size  of 
the  aut  that  makes  them.  We  will  doubtless 
have  iibmething  to  say  about  this  ant  at 
another  time,  but  for  the  moment  just  con- 
sider the  enormous  amount  of  labor  involved 
in  carrying  twigs  and  leaves  to  the  top  of 
these  nests  and  leaving  them  there,  thatching 
the  rppf,  as  it  were,  as  they  find  need  to  en- 
large, the  size  of  their  home.  In  this  connec- 
tion I  have  looked  up  in  a  book  and  I  find 
that  the  largest  pyramid  in  E^npt  is  146 
yards  in  height,  or  approximately  ninety 
times  the  height  of  an  average  man.  These 
pyramids  should  be  ten  times  hitrlier  if  they 
were  in  proportion  to  this  ant  and  its  nest. 

Then  ccrnsider  the  jumping  powers  of  such 
insects  as  crickets,  fleas  and  grasshoppers. 
If  a  horse  were  able  to  jump  as  far  as  a  flea, 
forliistanee,  it  would  have  to  cover  a  dis- 
tance of  a  mile  or  more  in  one  jump.  We  all 
know  the  size  of  a  horse,  but  a  flea  is  less 
than  a  quarter  of  an  inch  in  length  and  yet  it 
can  jump  a  yard. 

A  number  of-  such  instances  could  bq 
given  if  it  were  permitted,  but  the  few  given 
are  merely  suggestions  for  study  in  the  hope 
that  the  young  people,  to  whom  they  are 
addressed,  may  see  fit  to  use  their  powers  of 
observation  and  learn  to  apply  the  knowl- 
edge so  obtained.  They  will  not  only  find 
the  subject  most  interesting,  but  they  will 
learn  also  .to  appreciate  better  the  thousand 
and  one  wonderful  thingB  tbl|t  abound  in 
forest  and  field.  .  '

Ship  Loved  by  R.  L.  S. — 

.  Last  Vojrage  of  a  Famous  Schooner 

THE  Casco  has  outlived  her,  master  by  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson  died  in  1895.  Hig  schooner,  the 
Casco.  has  just  crashed  to  ruin  on  the  rocks 
of  King  Island,  north  of  Nome,  the  largest 
town  in  Alaska. 

She  was  of  little  importance  commercially. 
Yet^  slxc  had  about  her  that  nort  of  romance 
in  literature  which  the  old  Victorv  has  in 
history.  .Many  men  have  o«nied  her.  aad  she 
has  been  engaged  in  many  a  strange  es- 
capade, like  opium  smuggling  and  secret 
treasure  hunting;  but  she  hr  forever  intertst^ 
ing  to  us  because  Stevenson  sailed  out  in  her 
in  search  of  health. 

Sailing  the  South  Seas 

On  board  t^us  little  ship  he  fought  out  his 
struggle  with  advancing  death.  A  rich  Cali- 
fomian  doctor  owned  her  in  1888,  when 
Stevenson  wanted  her  for  his  cruise,  and  the 
ciazy  little  70-tonoer.  with  her  funny  velvet- 
hung^  cabins,  her  scanty  accommodation,  her 
masts  eaten  througlt  and  through  with  dry- 
rot,  passed  into  the  keeping  of  our  R.  L.  S. 

In  hier  he  sailed  th«  jpq^antic  South  Seas, 
visiting  the  islands  of  «lamal  romance,  the 
islands  Aung  up  fmm  the  depths  by  vol- 
canoes in  tile  sea,  the  little  lovct);  lands  built 
Uf^  by  the  patient  labor  of  the  coral  polyps. 
^ ,  xin  her  he  sailed  through  Uie .  wildest 
storms,  arnid  uncharted  reefs;  he  sailed  in 
<lcep,  safe  seas,  where  reefs  marked  in  the 
map  were  not  to  be  scfn.  All  the  splendid 
literature  of  the  South  Pacific  and  it«»  islantls 
which  Stevensou  gave  ^s  began  -  with  this 


climate,   these  vc^agitigt, '  these 

landfalls  at  dawn,  new  islands  peaking  from 
the  morning  bank,  new  forested  harbors,  new 
passing  alarmtf  of  squalls  and  surf,  new  in- 
terests of  gentle  natives— the  whole-  talt  of 
my  V4t  is  better  to  me  than  any  poem." 

The  HOlc  ciWt  carried  him  to  islands 
whose  inhabitants,  once  ferocious  dmnibals, 
received  him  with  touching  affectibn. .  hailed 
him  as  a  brother,  exchanged  names  with  him, 
and  gave  him  their  abiding  friendship.  It 
was  by  tlie  Cascp  that  .  his  plan  of  life  yfM 
changed.  '  ' 

The  People  He  l«ved 
The  scenes  to  which  she  took  him  bound 
him  for  life  to  these  South  Seas.  Instead  of 
returning  to  die  in  Scotlai^,  he  lived  out  the 
rest  of  his  days,  s^icken  with  consumption, 
but  happy,  ,  among  those  simple  natives  he 
had  come  to  love— visiting  their  lepers,  weep- 
ing for  their  sorrows,  exulting  iti  ^cir  joys, 
championing  their  national  causes. 

The  Casco  did  not  see  him  through  all 
his  voyages,  for  he  paid  her  off  and  after- 
wards used  other  ships.  But  for  all  her 
craziness,  which  once  led  him  almost  to 
starvation,  he  loved  this  little  ship,  and  some 
of  the  best  things  he  ever  wrote  were  in- 
spired by  scenes  from  her  deck.  He  died  in 
1895  >n  the  kindly  climate  of  Samoa.  She 
has  perished  in  the  Winter  rigors  of  far 
Alaska,  on  a  voyage  in  search  of  treasure. 
Bul'thotigh  the  Casco  is  now  rent  asunder, 
her  name  will  live  as  long  as  her  illustrious 
master's  writings  arc  read. 

This  article  about  the  Casco  is  reproduced 
from  The  Children's  Newspaper.  The 
X!asco — lay — for — some  time  among  the 
abandoned  sealfng  schooners  in  tlic  Upper 
Harbor.  Perhaps  the  fathers  or  brothers  of 
some  of  our  readers  have  sailed  in  the  little 
ship  and  can  tell  interesting  stories  of  what 
happened  in  her  cruises  on  our  own  shores. 

There  were  people  here  who  thought  the 
vessel  should  have  bejen  preserved  as  a  me- 
mento of  the  great  writer  whom  she  bore  to 
the  sunny  islands  where  he  spent  the  last 
years  of  a  life  that  great  weakness  and  suf- 
fering could  not  i^ei  sad     unhappy.  ,., ,

BOUT  sixty  years  ."agp : 
to  the'  hospitable  home  of  Wil- 
liam Ramsay,.  Esqaarer  •  near. 
Glasgow,  might  have  seen  a 
little  boy,  eigitt  years  of  age, 
busy  rigging  out  a  toy  boat,  raieiflig  a  etttle 
of  building  bricks,  or  perhaps  curled  up  be- 
fore the  fire  reading  "Alice  in  Wonderland," 
or  "Anderson's  Fairy  Tteles."  The  «hild  was 
William  Ramsay,  who  was  afterwards  to  be- 
come the  most  fa^nous  British  chemist  of  his 
time,  discovering  secrets  which;  Nature  had 
kept  hidden  throu|^;  all  the  ages  from  the 
knowledge  of  men. 

He  was  an  only  son.  but  his  father  and 
mother  were  as  wise  as  thejr  #Bre-1eiiid.  They 
knew  that  it  was  good  for  little  boys  to  have 
plaj^fellows,  so  they  asked  tlie  children  of 
thcitr  nfiglibors  and  friepds  to  their  house  and 
paid  long  visits  to'  their  rehulves  1»  'distant 

parts  of  Scotland. 

The  little  boy  had  a  fine  ear  for  music. 
He  whistled  very  sweetly,  •  and  was  en- 
couraged to  cultivate  thrs  unusual  talent 
which  then  and  in  after  years  gave  pleasure 
to  his  fnetids  and  helped  to  Attke  him  l^e 
life  of  many  a  party. 

While  William  was  still  a  small  boy,  it  is 
related  that  he  often  took  a  French  or  Ger- 
man Bible  to  church,  studying  it  through  the 
long  sermon.  He  knew  his  English  Bible  so 
well  that  he  could  translate  the  verses  easily. 
This  wonderful  talent  for  learning  modem 
languages  was, a  great  h»lp  to  Ramsay  in  his 
future  work. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  one  of 
Ramsay's  first  teachers,  and  one  of  the  best, 
was  a  Canadian,  of  Scottish  descent,  who 
came  to  live  in  Glasgow.  An  old  friend  after 
the  death  of  this  celebrated  man  wrote : 

"My    earliest    recollections   of  William 
Ramsay  coimect  themsdves  more  with  play- 
time than  the  school.    In  the  impressions  of 
him  that  remain  from  the  play    hours  the 
figure  of  his  mother  seems  peculiarly  pres- 
i  ent.    Jle  was  an  only  child,  and    his  com- 
j  panions  were  soon  the  friends  of  his  mother 
'  also.    I  think  I  sec  her  on  the  steps  of  the 
;  hoiise,  with  shrubbery  on  either  hand.   I  sec 
the  handsome  figure  with  a  singularly  smil- 
ing restfulness  of  countenance,    ller  son  had 
a  great  look  of  her.    At  the  same    time  he 
was  about  e<^ually  like  his  father,  whom  we 
boys  knew  and  who  had  been  a  scliooj  friend 
off  ray  father's.    He  comes  before  tii^  as  a 
very  attractive,  genial    personality,    with  a 
kindly  smile  always  ready  to  light  up  his 
I^easant  features." 

A  story  of  a  broken  study  window  which 
caused  the  forfeiture  of  his  catapult,  and. 
amather  of  a  brasjs  cannon  filled  with  gum 
'  powder  that  was  thrown  into  the  stove  be- 
cause it  would  not  go  off,  show  that  the  ffttle 
lad  was  as  fond  of  mischief  as  other  boys. 

Sir  William  Ramsay  himself  used  to  tell 
about  his  first  metting  the  famous  physician. 
Sir  Lander  Brunton.  when  one  of  the  little 
boys  poked  out  his  tongue  and  the  other 
tlirew  a  stone.  A  lifelong  frieochUiip  fol- 
lowed this  introduction.  * 

Mrs.  Ramsay  took  her  son  to  visit  her 
only  brother,  an  army  doctor,  in  Fife^hire, 
who  taught  his  nephew  how  to  ride  and  to 
.  play  golf.    Oft  his  founds  he  brought  Wil- 
liam to  the  Manse,  where  there  were  many 
children.   One  of  them,  Cliarles  Macara,  was 
a  friend  to  the  end  of  his  life.   In  the  Border 
country  he  staved  with  an  aunt,  ^nd  it  was 
there  that  Willie  Ramsay  and  Tommy  Brun- 
I  ton  quarreled  and  played  and  learned  to  love 
i  each  other. 

;  As  he  grew^a  litle  older,  William  Ramsay 
'  went  to  visit  a  cousin,  a  minister  in,  the  Shet- 
land Islands,  ^llcre  he  learned  to  swim,  to 
manage  a  boat  in  all  weathers,  to  take  long 
tramps  and  to  live  6n  plain  fare.  He  dis- 
covered, too,  bow  truly  kind  people  can  be 
who  have  little  of  this  world's  goods. 

It  is  time  now  to  speak  of  William  Ram- 
say as  a  student.  He  joined  the  Latin  class 
in  the  Glasgow  .\cademy  at  eleven,  and  was 
the  youngest  boy'  there'  Perhaps  that  was 
the  reason  why,  though  strong  and  a  lover 
of  outdoor  life,  he  took  no  part  in  school 
games. ,  Neither  did  he  win  prires  in  his 
s^tudiite  in  classics  then  nor  afterwards.  The 
lad,  however,  was  ready  for  university  at 
fourteen  and  graduated  at  eighteen,   so  he

Shortly  after  Ramsay  entered  the 
university  a  fellow  student,  H.  B.  Fyfc,  over- 
heard him  telling  .some  friends  about  a  chem- 
ical.  exptfiment  he  intended  to  make  in  his 
own  room.  Fyfe  joined  the  group  and  told 
Ramsay  he  was  taking  lectures  in  chemistry, 
and  that  the  experiment  he  described  would 
be  dangerous.  At  half  past  .seven  next  mom* 
ing  Ramsay  called  at  the  senior  student's 
rooms  to  tell  him  he  had  read  up  about  what 
he  bad  said  and  found  that  he  was  quite 
right.  They  walked  together  to  college 
where  Fyfe*s  lectures  began  at  eight.  Every 
morning  afterwardi  Ramsay  walked  three 
miles  to  join  his  new  friend.  They  met,  too, 
in  the  afternoons  and  made  many  ex- 
periments together.  "We  used  to  work," 
wrote  Kyfe,  after  the  death  of  Sir  William 
Ramsay  in  1916,  "with  mouth  btowpipes 
and  Bunscn  gas  burners,  WMdi  wt  ina4t  6ar- 
selves,  and  in  this  way  became  very  expert 
in  working  with  glass.  I  think  he  found  the 
practice  very  nmM  Hi  after  Nfe.  We  made 
nearly  all  the  apparatus  we  used,  except 
flasks,  retorts  and  beakers."  The  young 
scientiiis  did  not,  fao«reirer/ti)r  to  njsike  new 
di.«coverfC9,  but  were  cbolcnt  «t  that  time  to 
foUow  the  directions  given  hi  their  text  bookie. 

In  the  holklays  the  friends  visited  each 
other  and  walked  together  on  SWttnltyn.  Oh 
their  eMursions  Ramsay,  whone  uncle  wj»«  a 
great  geologist,  often  pointed  out  things  of 
interest  in  the  story  the  rocks  tell  of  the  past. 

When  he  was  seventeen  Ramsay,  in  addi- 
tion to  prqNiring  for  his  examinations  for  his

eyesight  failed  him  during  the  year,  though

In  Glasgow,  in  Bristol  and  in  London

received  honors  at  home  and  abroad.  He  was 
knighted  by  the  King,  received  the  ^Nobf?l 
prize  for  .chemistry  and  was  tiiade  piesident 
of  the  British  Association. 

The  fkcts  lor  this  little  sketch  Were  found 
in  a  book  by  one  of  Sir  William  Ramsay's 
many  friends,  Sir  William  A.  Tildcn.,  F.R.S. 
Its  title  is  "Sir  William  Ramsay.  K.CB., 
F.R.S.  Memorials  of  His  Life  and  Work"" 
and  the  publishers  are  MacMillan  &  Co.  The 
volume  has  recently  been  placed  on  the 
shelves  Public  Ltbrary.

Fats  the  C3iiWren  Need 

WE  ire  CQormodily  handkapped  as  a 
nation  by  poor  health,  writes  a  phy- 
sician in  The  London  Daily  Mail.'  The  L.ord 
Mayor  haa  been>  asked  to  call  a  conference  to 
discuss  plans  for  arresting  tl)e  physical  de- 
cay in  London.  What  are  the  causes  leading 
to  the  present  statt  of  natkmal  ill-health  in 
which  ^oae  man  in  every  three  men'  of  |^l|li!> 
taty  age  has  been  shown  to  be  unfit? 

There  is  a  disease  called  rickets  which  is 
rife  throughout  this  country.  It  kegina  in 
early  childhood  and  always  leavea  Ha  efllc^ 
upon  an  adult,  man  or  woman. 

Spinal  curvature  and  other  bone  deform- 
ities, defective  teeth,  with  conseituent  poorly 
davek>pod  bodies,  result  from  this  widely 
pvovalent  disease.  Many  pale,  anaemic, 
ateatiad  muk  vnA  momen.  freqayatly  aetn 
among  ^he  poor  and  middle  classes,  owe 
their  present  phyaieil  cooditiOo  to  thia  die- 
eaaa.  eottactai  dbrk«  the  fim  and  seeoad 
years  of  life. 

'  The  Mediaal  Resaarch  Committee  have  re- 
cenM  -»v  ..  th«  resutts  of  hiv<»tigatkms 
whick  iMMra  been  carried  on  during  the  last 
three  yatH.jtt  tfic  Lister  Institntc,  London, 
and  at  Caiiif1%e.  These  research  workm 
have  iiaemmrui  the  eanse  of  this  disease 
whkh  ii  nadermhiing  the  health  of  the 
natioo.  This  great  discovery  has  reeoJted 
from  actnal  experiments. 


Briefly,  the  results  of  these  investigations 
are  these:  Rkkets  ia  ii  deficiency  oiseaae.  A 
deficiency  disease  is  one  which  is  caused  by 
t,he  lack  of  something  in  the  food  necessary 
fer  the  proper  derelopment  and  functioning 
of  the  bcSiy. 

x^j/^i^  foods  fail  tp  st^>port  nutrition — 
aflHRoIk>ws  because  .there  is  absent  in 
these  foods  .minute  amounts  of  certain  con- 
stituents which  are  called  vitamines.  Little 
is  known  of  their  diemical  or  physical  pro- 
perties, and  at  the  present  time  the  presence 
of  these  vitamines  cah  only  be  determinedj^,bjr, 
experiments  witlji  animals. 

The  diafeaae  as  seen  in  human  beings  can 
be  reproduced  in  animals  fed  on  certain  foods 
whiich  are  lacking  in  certain  fats — the  so- 
called  animal  lata  of  whkh  the  best  estiimple^ 
are  mi!k,  butter  and  cod  liver  oil.  Puppies 
with  ridfets  can  be  cured  when  animal  fata 
aW  iddW  tO,tK«r  «fet  '   ;  ^  ^ 

Milk  and  butter  are  best  aiti'cles  of  diet 
for  young  and  growing  children.  If  th^e 
is  a  shor&ge  of  butter,  it  shook!  be  reserved 
for  children;  if  it  is  totally  lacking  the  defi- 
ciency can  be  replaced  by  nurgarmes  made 
from  anhnal  iats,  by  cod  liver  oil  and  the  fish 
oils,  and  by  eggs.  The  margarines  made  from 
vegetable  oils  are  to  be  condemned. 

When  (there  are  already  signs  of  rickets  a 
dally  dose  of  cod  liver  oil  ia  essential.  Thou- 
sands of  infants  are  being  deprived  of  an 
adequate  supply  of  this  essential  constituent 
of  their  dfet^  A  large  proportion  of  these 
will  grow  up  and  become  our  future  C  3 
men  and  women,  and  many  will  die.  as  the 
infant  mortality  la  high  in  children  with 
rieketa.  ^

MANY  young  women  of  today  are 
bothered  by  the  question  of  when  to 
stand  to  acknowledge  introductions.

O  in  for  some  special  thing.  Tkt 
mtn  who  has  a  few  cowa  and  a 
few  sheep  and  some  hens  ti 
never  going  to  get  much  more 
than  a  bare  living.  The  special- 
is  the  man  who  is  going  to  make  the 
In  t<effnis  somMiIng  like  these  Mr. 
J.  A.  Grant,  Prairie  Markets  Commissioner, 
addressed  a  meeting  of  farmers  recently.  The 
advice  is  yrdU  worth  thinking  about.  The 
time  has  come  when  the  tnan  on  the  land 
must  thiiUc  closely  whether  be  is  getting  the 
t>est  posswle  results  from  his  farm,  fre>|ai  hit 
district  conditions,  and  above  all,  frbm  him- 
self. He  should  ask  himself:  "Is  there  aonie 
one  thing  that  my  farm  can  produce  better 
tlian  anything  else?"  It  may  be  the  soil,  for 
instance.  The  farmers  at  Gordon  Head  and 
Keatings  not  very  long  ago  carried  oR  the 
mixed  sort  of  thing,  and  at  the^nd  of  the 
year  their  tttmost  efforts  only,  made  most  of 
them  come  out  even.  Then  they  discovered 
gradually  and  by  cautious  experimenting  that 
their  .soil  was  just  made  for  strawberry  grow- 
ing— and  today  everybody  knows  that  Gordon 
Head  and  'Kcatings  are  almost  synonyHious 
with  the  word  strawberry. 

It  takes  (arc  and  intelligent  experiment  to 
find  but  what  a  farm  is  6ifatly  the  best  fitted 
for.  The  .soil  may  be  right  for  a  certain  crop, 
but  it  may  be  subject  to  late  frosts,  thus  im- 
posing too  heavy  a  risk.  Again,  the  district 
condition^  have  to  be  thought  of,  and  chief 
among  these  are  the  market  facilities.  Parts 
of  the  West  Coast  of  this  Island  arc  as  good 
for  raspberries  and  loganberries  as  Mission 
and  Hatzic,  but  transportation  constitutes  .so 
far  an  impregnable  barrier.  The  canes  may  be 
loaded,  but  There  is  no  way  of  getting  the 
fruit  to  market  quickly  enough.  The  ques- 
tion of  marketing  is,  of  course,  50  per  cent  of 
the  business  of  farming.  It  is  not  enough  to 
be  able  to  grow  the  stuff ;  a  market  must  be 
found  for  it.  The  farmer  has  to  consider 
whether  the  existing  hindrances  in  the  way 
of  marketing  ^  certain  product  can  be  re- 
moved, b^  working  together  with  his  neigh- ^ 
bors,  by  advertising  in  order  to  create  a  de- 
mand, and  so  on.  The  history  of  the  Hol- 
stein  iu  America  is  largely  the  history  of  judi- 
'    cious  advertising.  ' 

But,  after  all,  the  greatest    factor   to  -be 
__^sdCOnsidered  is  the  farmer  himself.    Some  men 
-«Pe  born  specialists  and  some  are  not- — pos- 
sibly the  majority  are  not.     There  will  al- 
ways be  "mixed"  farmers,  because  there  will 
always  be  men  who  want  to  play   safe,  and 
men  who  cannot  give  the  detailed  and  constant 
attention  required  by  a  specialty,  who  always 
want  to  leave  a  certain  margin  to  luck,  and 
finally  there  are  the  tnan  to  whom  fantii^^is 
not  merely  a  living,  but  life  itself,    the  cs- 
.sence  of  whieh  consists  in  diversity,  and  fpr 
'  whom  'the  i^ctalized  fafni  wottld  be  as  -kt- 
teresting  as  a  treadmill. 

How  can  a  man  tell  whether  he  is  a  born 
speciaUst  of  not?  Well,  giving  purely  a  lay- 
man's opinion,  the  essential  ([uestion  he  mu.st 
ask  himself  is,  "Do  I  like,  detail?"  Uni^Mes- 
ttonably  specialization  hinges  upon  a  vigilant 
and  unrelaxing  attention  to  detail.  It  is  this, 
in  the  last  analysis,  which  distinguishes  a 
thihg  as  a  specialty.  A  man  may  have  the 
capital  to  start  in  pure-bred  stock  from  racers 
to  Leghorns,  but  it  depends  upon  himself,  or, 
and  it  is  the  same  thing,  the  men  whom  he 
employs,  whether  in  an  unbelievably  short 
time  that  stock  will  not  have  deteriorated  to 
a  fraction  of  its  value.  In  ever^  venture 
there  are  many  holes  where  suenority  can 
leak  out  and  mediocrity  cat]  pobr  in.  Special- 
tics  pay  well ;  that*  is  to  say,  if  they  are  ad- 
justs tq^  j^|emand»  and  they  deserve  to  pay, 
for  they^^iwijl  §l|r^«  >e^lfl^  th^^jl|jf«ii^  of  an 
exception.  .  '  *    ,  ,' 

But  W  cokie4>aek  to  the  average  man  who 
bas  no  distinguishing  talent  for  specializing. 
There  is  still  a  large  margin  for  improvement 
whidt  he  can,  and  ought,  to  lessen.  He  may 
still  prefer  mixed  farming,  but  he  ought  to 
specialize  in  one  line  at  least.  The  man  who 
does  not  do  so  is  going  to  the  wall.  Just  now 
the  fict  that  everything  that  can  be  produced 
is  in  demand,  conceals  this  dangfer,  but  it  will 
liecome  evident  enough  when  production  has 
caught  up  with  the  demand.  The  observant 
farmer  will  u.se  this  time  of  good  returns  for 
his  products  in  strengthening  his  position  for 
the  future.  He  will  lay  the  foundatlofi  of  a 
better  herd,  he  will  install  cbnvenieiTtes  and 
improvements  that  be  has  wanted  for  years. 
Bettet  barnyard  arrangements,  wat^^tight 
concrete  floors,  a  silo,  an  engine  to  cut  wood 
and  feed  and  generally  to  speed  up  the  chores 
will  be  amongst  the  imDrovemeata  that  he 
will  l^k  ixpon  as  necessities.  He  will  begin 
to  spfldaliae  on  his  whole  farm. 

M.;  this  respect  the  farmers  of  Denmark 
are  f^nioas  as  illustrating  what  can  be  done 
to  improve  farm  methods.  They  are  mixed 
farmers  yet;  they  may  be  called  specialists  as 
well.  They  malntatn  a  system  of  milk  testing 
which  has  eliminated  the  boarder  cow.  By 
selective  breeding  they  have  improved  tbeir 
dairy  stock,  their  pigs  and  their  hOrses.  Ify 
installing  concrete  floors  and  unks  they  con- 
serve all  fertilizer  products,  and  have  tttits  in- 
creased the  productivity  of  their  ^oor  and 
mostly  sandy  soil  so  that  eleven  cows  can  nopr 
be  kei>t  on.  a  farm  of  seventy  acres,  where 
<  only  eight  could  be  kept  before.  AM  this  has. 
been  accomplished  by  the  efforts  of  the  faOnn- 
ers.  The  natural  conditkms  are  unchanged, 
yet  prosoerity  exisU  in  the  plane  of  stmggle 
and  qaroship.  It  points  the  moral  that  the 
farmer  everywhere  must  decide  three  ques- 
tions: What  is  my  farm  jrood  for  ?  What  is 
my  4^Met  good  for?  V/li^  tnd  a^iovt  all, 
am  I  good  lor?  .

It  is  better  to  keep  the  glass  off  all  day  except

and  burning  the  plants.  Tomato  plants  are 
now  in  progress  of  hardening  off.  Every  ef- 
fort should  be  made  to  get  stocky  plants  with 
abundance  of  roots  ready  to  set  out  from  the 
6r^t  to  third  week  in  May.  depending  uoon'the 
iH<itation  and  soil  of  the  garden.  Nothing  is 
gained  bv  getting  them  out  too  early  and  al- 
lowing inWn  .to  get  a  cVicck.by  unfavorable 
weather.  Stocks,  asters,  lobelias,  verbenas  and 
all  the  tribe  of  half-hardy  annuals  should  also 
'  undergo  the  hardening  process. 

The  pretty  cui|tom  of  having  win«>w  boxes 
should  be  followed -more  than  it  is. '  The  boxes 
should  be  at  least  nine,  to  twelve  inches  deep. 

Have  two  inches  of  drainage  of  broken  crocks 
and  pieces  of  charcoal  and  sufficient  holes  in 
flMlx>tfom  to  insure  the  escape  of  superfluous 
water.  Fill  the  box  with  a  gbod  rich  compost 
and  keep  it  well  watered,  as  the  exposure  to 
the  siih  add^fVlninBffli&^  wilt  <iause  evapora- 
tion at  a  much  higher  rate  than  in  the  garden. 
For  filling  the  box  use  flowers  that  will  give  a 
showy  effect  and  some  that  will  droop  over  the 
sides.  Geraniums,  of  course,  occur  to  every- 
one, but  tnr  having  a  change  from  the  scarlet 
effects.  Petimtas  ai«  niiiidtiable  for  window 
boxes,  especially  the  white  and  light  colorel 
double  ones.  Verbenas,  Kenilworth  ivy,  canary 
creeper  and  trailing  lobelia  are  good.  Schizan- 
thus  wi.setonensis  with  its-femlike  foliage  is 
perfect  for  this  purpose,  and  combined  with 
double  white  petunias  and  light  blue  trailing 
lobelia  wouM  make  a  'beautiful  >  effect^  A 
sowing  of  dwarf  nasturtiums.  Empress  of 
India,  an  intense  crimson  scarlet,  and  canary 
vine  makes  an  f:fTect  difficult  to  surpass.  Some 
— tlKMigbt  ■should  be- given  to  ^he  color  of- tlw- 
house  agaitust  wrhich  tlic  flowers  are  to  be 
seen,  and  it  is  .sometimes  desirable  to  include 
a  flower  tliat  yields  a  perfume.  Xicotiana 
affinis,  where  there  is  some  shade,  pours  forth 
a  delicious  scent  towards  evening,  while  a 
plant  or  two  of  mignonette  will  till  a  room  with 
its  peiiume  through  the  open  window  and  will 
not  take  much  room  in  the^ox. 

For  a  change  try  having  a  color  garden 
.somewhere.  It  is  best  if  it  can  be  screened  off 
from  the  main  garden  by  some  shrubs  to  serve 
as  a^backgrodl^ 'aitd  to  prevent  an^  risk  of 
conflicting  colors.  A  yellow  garden  is  always 
joyous.  The  design  should  be  of  the  simplest; 
cither  a  border  on  cither  side  the  path  which 
would  be  most  pfeasing  if  of  turf,  or  a  middle 
bed  of  dwarf  flowers  surrounded  by  the  path 
jjordered  on  its  outer  side  by  the  taller  grow- 
ing sorts.  The  new  dwarf  marigolds,  which 
need  only  to  be  .seen  to, be  loved,  growing  not 
more  than  five  or  six  inches  high,  could  be 
used  for  the  edging;  behind  them  cotildxome 
the  taller  marigolds  in  yellow  shades  only, 
coreopsis,  sweet  sultan,  the  African  golden 
daisy,  California  poppies  and.  the  yellow  and 
golden  Tom  Thumb  nasturtiums.  For  the  back 
of  the  ji>order  rudbeckias,  sunflowers,  double 
and  Stella,  and  yelk)w  varieties  of  dahlias, 
such  as  golden  wave  and  the  giant  golden  rod. 
Alljof  these  aTe3sm9k^  l^i^  rudbeckia 
and  the  golden  tod,  arm  ft  is  better  to  have  an- 
nuals, as  it  may  not  be  desired  to  make  it  a 
permanent  garden,  but  rather  to  follow  it  next 
year  with  another  scheme,  such  as  pink  or 
Wne.

Maine  Jersey  Makes  World 
Record 

WHERE  is  the  man  "who  said  that  the  or- 
dinary farmer,  under  everyday  work- 
ing ponditions,  c^not  make  a  wortd'is  retord 
^ftltl|^sco#«?t 

TKree  times  within  a  year  this  theory  has 
been  contradicted  with  Jersey  cows  in  work- 
ing farmers'  hands.  Vive  la  France,  with 
1,031  pounds  of  butter  fat  in  ane  year,  and 
Lula  JMf^^*  Ashburn,  with  800  pounds  of 
butter  ftt  in  one  year,  as  a  yearling,  were 
'  both  Oregon  cows  in  working  farmers'  hands. 

The  latest  case  is  that  of  Plain  Mary,  a  re- 
gistered Jersey  that  found  ber  way  into  the 
barn  of  two  farmers,  Messrs.  Kelly  and  Cos- 
sar,  of  Winn,  Maine.  These  men  were  milk- 
ing a  string  of  some  fifty  head  of  grade  cows 
and  decided  to  try  out  a  few  pure  breds.  Plain 
Matiy  was  among  the  few  they  bought  and  she 
has  produced  in  tine  year  15,255  pounds  o| 
'milk  and  1,040  pounds  of  butter  fat. 

•  !Plain  Mary  started  ber  test  at  the  age  of 
eig^t  fiB»n  and  eleven  months  and  during  the 
first  SIX  months  she  averaged  more  than  100 
pounds  of  fat  a  month.  From  then  on  she 
had  a  few  reverses'"  and  she  did  not  make  as 
large  a  record  as  was  at  first  expected.  The 
extremes  of  weather  and  the  setbacks  were 

'  due  to  weather  conditbns.  .Last  December  in 
an  unheated  barn,  with  the  temperature  45 
degrees  below  zerb.^in  M^ry  fell  off  rapidly 
inliern^ilk.  One  WWideri  ^^hat  this  great 
cow  would  have  done  with  good  httttdlmg  in 
the  mild  coast  climate  of  British  Columbia. 

A  notable  feature  of  this  record  is  the  fact 
that  Plain  Marpr  carried  a  calf  about  six 
months  of  the  time  slie  Was  making  this  great 
record,  which  gives  added  credit  to  her  per- 
formance. She  wait  milked  three  times  daily. 
She  has  two  other  rcccfrds  to  her  credit,  one  of 
514  IKiundsof  butter  fat  and  one  of  828  pounds 
off  qatt^brflt*  Six  of  her  calves  are  recorded, 
whieli.goes  to  show  she  is  a  grttkipiSiilSdtr  as 
well  as  a  maker  of  large  records.

Care  of  the  Young  Chicks 


THE  chicken  f>opulation  of  the  world  is  in 
these  Spring  days  increasing  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  The.  big  commercial  plants,  the 
tnoabator  that  niakes  an  ormUKent  in  the  farm 

living  room  and  even  the  Biddy  in  the  back 
yard  at  work  turning  out  by  hundreds  and 
thousands  small,  fluffy  balls  with  pink  legs  and 
a  piercing  "cheep."'What  is  to  become  of  them 
all  ?  It  reminds  one  of  the  impressive  pictures 
in  the  books  of  our  childhood,  of  the  guileless 
face  that  can  become  changed  with  the  years 
either  into  a  delightfully  benevolent  old  gentle- 
man or  usually  by  the  agency  of  a  conspicuous 
black  bottle  into  a  horrifying  edd  mfBan.  MaiAy^ 
of  these  fluffy  balls  are  destined,  by  reason  of 
their  misfortune  in  belonging'  to  the  inferior 
sex,  to  hang  pendant  from  swap  windows  iCnd 
be  carried  home  from  markets  to  grace  the 
^Sunday  dinner  table.  Most  of,  theni,  let  us 
hoj»e,  are  to  develop  into '  coiiMflbitiMy  im- 
portant egg-producers,  and  some,  alas,  will 
find  an  tkrly  grave,  victims  in  bome  cases  of 
diseaw^  ioi-yet  found  to  be  preventable^  Mtt 
far  more  often  of  the  igno(|u>ce  or  caralessr 
ness  of  their  owners. 

It  is  the  reduction  of  this  loss  to  its  low- 
est terms  that 'ought  to  stimulate  the  ambi- 
tion of  everyone  who  "goes  in  '  for  cliickons. 
The  golden  specific  against  many  troubles  is 
plenty  of  gre^n  f«M.  The  practical  poultry- 
man  sows  lettuce  and  rape  weeks  before  the 
chicks  are  due  to  arrive  from  the  incubators 
in  order  that  they  may  have  their  proportion 
of"  green  feed  from  the  very  first.  No  one 
thing  in  poultry-keeping  is  so  overlooked  as 
this  matter  of  the  supply  of  green  feed. 

Another  point  the  careful  chicken  raiser 
>ly  of  plenty  of  scratch- 
ing on  the  floor  of  the  brooder  house,  and  for 
this  purpose  oat  chaff  is  considered  the  best 
in  which  to  train  the  little  legs  to  industrious 
w.ork,    Jiut  even  with  the  scratching,    it  is

considered  imperative  to  get  the  chicks  in 
contact  with  the  earth  the  sixth  day,  or  leg 
weakness  is  likely  to  result.  The  soil  of  their 
yard  should  be  fresh  and  sweet,  and,-  of 
course,  well  drained.  Sunlight  is  a  necessity 
also  but  almost  equallv  is  a  certain  amount 
of  shade.  A  hot,  unshaded  run  !s  nu  place  in 
which  to  rear  thriving  chickens,  and  it  is 
even  worse,  an^  very  often  fatal,   to  young 

The  present  see-saw  of  ^prices — eggs  go- 
ing down  and  feed  going  up,  may  liavc  a 
tendency  to  discourage  many  who  have  in- 
vested in  the  business.  The  best  to  be  sftid 
is  that  observation  over  a  considerable  period 
shows  that  the  man  who  sticks  to  his  busi- 
ness through  lean  and  fat  years  is  the  man 
who  will  make  most  through  the  hard  times. 
A  inan  cannot  sink  capital  into  any  enter- 
prise and  then  abandon  it  without  consider- 
able loss.  It  is  his  business  to  figure  whether 
he  will  not  lose  more  Iby  doing  that  than  by 
carrying  on,  even  if  it  is  at  a  loss  for  a  time. 
An  immnese  amount  of  money  ha*s  recently 
been  put  into  the  chicken  b,usin^s  in  this 
locality,  and  the  investors  wHI  do  well  to  let 
nothing  turn  them  from  the  determination  to 
keep  'on  until  the  industry  is  on  a  safe  basis. 
The  prosperity'  of  all  'concerned  is.  affected 
by  the  action  of  each.  A  district  that  has 
built  up  any  industry  can  get  reduced  rates 
for  supplies  and  better  terms  for  its  products.

Potato  Culture 

ANYBODY  is  supposed  to  be  able  to  grow 
potatoes,  yet  this  cannot  be  so,  or  they 
would  not  be  likely  to  be  $100  a  ton  at  the 
present  time,  and  scarce  at  that.  Potatoes  re- 
quire, for  the  best  results,  a  rather  light  soil , 
it  should  be  ricb,  deep  and  friable,  and,  while 
it  must  be  well  drained,  it  should  also  be  re- 
tentive of  moisture.  To  obtain  these  condi- 
tions it  will  be  seen  that,  unless  there  are  ex- 
ceptionally  favorable  natural  conditions,  suc- 
cess in  potato-growing  depends  almost 
wholly  upon  the  soil  both  in  preparation  and 
after-culttvation.  If  possible,  potatoes  should 
follow  clover,  the  deep  roots  of  the  latter  im- 
proving the  soil,  in  addition  to  the  benefit  of 
ploughing  under  the  plants.  Manure  may 
either  be  spread  on  the  clover  in  the  Fall 
or  -iirthe  Spring,  if  in  the  Spring  it  should  be 
decayed,  as  green  manure  is  likdy  to  produce 
disease,  though  it  can  be  spread  grei^  in  the 
Autumn  without  any  harm. 

A  successful  potato  grower  on  the  Island 
says ;  "I  sow  no  seed  on  ground  that  has  not 
had  manure  ploughed  in  at  least  two  or  three 
months  before.*  On  or  about  March  1  cross- 
plough  and  disk  and  harrow  well  to  thorough- 
ly pulverize  the  soil.  Many  make  the  mistake 
of  not  thoroiqi:hly 'bftaking  np  the  soil,  but  in 
this  dry  country  one  must  give  the  land  the 
chance  to  retain  all  the  moisture  possible." 
The  soli  should  be  thoroughly  putveriaed  to  a 
depth  of  six  inches  or  more  if  the  pbnter  is 
working  for  a  good  ciqo. 

Many  experiments  hirwifteen  tffM  to  de^- 
mine  the  best  kinds  of  sets  to  plant,  whether 
the  potatoes  should  be.  whole  or  in  pieces,  and 
the  result  sedms  to  indicate  that  whole 
potatoes  are  Better  for  early  planting  and  cut 
sets  for  main-crop  planting.  The  sets  should 
be  cut  to. not  more  than  three  eyes,  as  too 
many  eyes  tend  to  overcrowding  of  haulm 
and  the  production  of  small  tubers.  The  sets 
should  be  left  to  dry  for  four  or  five  days  be- 
fore  planting.  They.^hould  then  be  piantiM 
four  to  five  inches  deep,  fourteen  inches  apart 
and  from  thirty  to  thirty-six  inches  l^ween 
the  rowa»  for  nothing  is  gained  by  eloae 
planting. 

The  man  who  is  after  results  will  now  see 
that  cttltivation  is  kept  up.  The  first  harrow- 
ing can  be  done  some  days  after  the  sets  are 
in  to  kill  the  weeds  that  have  germinated  and 
to  keep  the  top  loose,  aad^f  pMMe  the  soil 
sliould  be  harrowed  again  fiefore  the  poutoes 
are  thAiudL  whkk  wih  pretty  well  settle  the 
weed  irnipiH  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  As 
soon  as  the  potatoes  are  up,  the  soil  shonld  be 
cultivated  between  the  rows,  and  again  every 
two  weeks,  according  to  the  weather,  in  order 
to  keep  the  soil  looee  to  netam  the  nM>i8tnre, 
for  it  the  soil  is  allowed  to  bake  the  tfvi 
tion  of  moisture  is  very  rapid.  T

some  reasons  for  aupposihg  that  on  light 

soil  liable  to  dry  out  it  is  better  Xo  leave 
the  soil  level.  A  recent  bulletin  from  the 
Oentrkl  Experimentil  Fami  says:  There  is 

no  doubt  some  advantage  in  ridging,  as  it  will 
give  the  tubers  loose  soil  io  develop  in,  while 
the  toil  would  soon  get  hard  if  left  flat  and 
not  cultivated.  There  are,  however,  large 
areas  where  droughts  are  liable  to  occur  and 
where  conservation  of  moisture  is  a  very  im- 
portant faqtor  in  getting  a  good  crop.  In  such 
districts  the  beSt  results  will  probably,  as  a 
rule,  be  obtained  if  thorough  and  deep  work- 
ing of  the  soil  be  giren  and  by  adopting  level 
culture.  The  reason  is  apparent.  The  evapora- 
tion Qf  moisture  is  not  so  great  from  level 
soil  as  from  soU  in  ridges...  Few  experiments 
seem  to  have  been  tried  f«ir  comparing  level 
with  ridge  cultivation,  but  in  the  drier  parts 
level  culture  ffas,  at  a  rule,  given  the  better 
results.  It  should  be  clearly  understood,  how- 
>ever,  that  unless  the  soil  is  well  worked  tlie 
better  conditions  of  the  Soil  when  ridged  for 
the  development  of  the  tubers  will  offset  the 
re  of  retaining  more  moisture  by  level 
on. 
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Buying    Dairy  Cow  ' 

AN  experienced  dairyman  is  able  to  pick  a 
likely  animal  at  a  glance  and  knows  by 
heart  where  to  look  for  defect  or  promise.  An 
amateur  is  often  completely  at  sea  and  yet 
would  like  lo~  make  a  beginning.  There  are  a 
few  well-known  jioints  that  can  easily  be  fol- 
lowed in  judging  an  animal  that  is  required 
to  produce  butter.  If  these  points  are  present, 
there  is  very  little  likclihoiid  that  the  pur- 
chaser will  be  disappointed.  Tlie  first  point,  is 
thc-ej-e.  this  in  nnrotiafactery.  the  iMiyer 
need  go  no  further,  but  if  the  eye  is  as  it 
shOuM  be,  full,  soft  and  Itfiinhous,  it  is  worth 
while  to  ;.;o  mi  to  the  shoulder.  This  should 
be  fine,  sharp  and  wedge  shaped.  These  two 
most  important  )X)ints  being  established,  the 
rest  will  in  all  probability  follow.  The  udder 
may  be  lacking  in  several  points  that  will 
score  in  the.  show  ring  and  yet  be  an  admir- 
able performer.  The  texture  here  is  the  most 
important.  It  should  resemble  a  well-tanned 
skin,  soft  and  pliable,  without  trace  of  rubber- 
like consistency.  It  is  best  if  ,  it  be  placed 
evenly  between  the  hind  legs,  not  too  far  for- 
ward, nor  yet  protruding  a  long  way  out  be- 
hind. The  teats  evenly  placed  and  only  four 
in  number,  though  .some  cows  with  twin  teats 
and  even  an  uheven  number  are  frequently 
good,  performers.  Some  young  heifers  that  are 
not  yet  giving  milk  appear  to  have  extremely 
small  udders,  but  will  develop  them  so  rapidly 
after  calving  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  set  any 
rule  here.  They  often  make  the  largest  pro- 
ducers. The  vein  nourishing  Uie  udder,  "the 
milk  vein,"  should  be  twisted  and  knotted  into 
numberless-  convulsions  and  should  stand 
boldly  out.  The  tail  should  be  set  low  and  the 
hind  legs  follow  the  shape  of  the  bone  as 
closely  as  possible.  The  hair  should  be  fine, 
and  silky  and  the  tail  rounded,  not  flattened, 
with  a  substantial  bunch  of  hair  commencing 
fairly  high  up,  as  tiiis  is  a  great  protection  to 
the  udder.  There  are  other  points  of  less  im- 
portance, such  as  yellow  ears,  a  dished  face, 
with  no  unsightly  bunch  of  hair  between  the 
horns,  and  it  is  even  considered  essential  that 
the  cow  have  a  refined  expression;  these 
potots  aire  likely  to  follow  if  the  first  are  true. 
One  immense  advantage  in  buying  a  heifer, 
and  milking  for  the  first  ti^ne,  is  that  the  per- 
sistence of  her'  yield,  which  depends  so  greatly 
on  the  handling,  can  be  determined  by  the 
owner.  The  longer^  heifer  can  be  kept  milk- 
ing after  her  first  can  the  longer  she  continues 
to  milk,  but  if  this  is  'neglected  at  this  time, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  make  her  change  her 
habU.  .  •

WHAT  is  official  testing  for?  This  ques- 
tion is  asked  and  answered  by  Mr.  W. 
A.  Fuller,  supervisor  of  official  tests  in  Illi- 
nois, U.S.A.  Some  American  breeders,  Mr. 
Fuller  remarks,  think  it  is  as  a  money-getting 
proposition  alone.  Why,  he  asks,  do  they  pay 
$10,000,  $ao,ooo  or  $50,0000  for  a  herd  sire' 
with  a  hi^  seven<day  record?  It  is  simply 
because  his  sons  and  daughters  can  be  sold 
for  a  handsome  sum,  and  thereby  bring in 
godd  returns  for  the  money  paid  for  tite- bull. 
Forcing  a  cow  on  either  the  seven-day  'or 
yearly  test  is  not  doing  the  tow  or  the  herd 
to  which  she  belongs  justice.  Young  cows'are 
often  burnt  out  before  thev  have  a  chance  to 
show  their  real  ability.  On  American  dairy 
farms,  where  purebred  Friesians  are  kept  and 
forced  for  large  seven-da^  records  cows  are 
held  for  breeding  purposes  on  account  of  a 
short  peridd  high  production,  which  has 
ruined  them  for  life,  as  far  as  the  ability  to 
produce  milk  and  butter-fat  is  concerned. 
Are  the  most  of  the  big  forty  and  fifty-potmd 
records  made  in  th«^  EatVern  States  backed  by 
good  yearjy  records?  If  thev^  are,  the  year- 
ling must  not  be  worthy  of  '  mentioning  in 
advertising.  \V  hy  do  some  cows,  coming  off 
yearly  test,  either  die  in  about  a  year  or  fail 
to  make  another  record?  Simply  because 
these  cows  have  been  forced  every  inch  of  the 
way  throughout  the  year  while  making  their 
records,  and  are  burnt  out,  or  tbeir  constitu- 
tion i&  weakened  so  that  they  cannot  with* 
stand  any  little  disease  that  they  may  con- 
tract. Such  records  as  that  made  by  Tily  Al- 
carta,  arc,  it  seems  to  Mr.  Fuller,  the  records 
to  be  encouraged  by  any  'l>reed  association.

the  first  few  times  she  comes  to  heat,  m  order 
to  fmish  a  year  with  good  high  production 
of  both  milk  and  buttcj-fat,  is,  in  many  cases, 
the  cause  of  f»arrenness,  why  not,  he  asks, 
consider  the  temmonth  or  305-day  record  a 
little  more  seriously?  It  allows  a  calf  each 
year,  and,  in  the  belief  of  Mr.  Fuller,  will 
lessen  the  number  of  -bairren  cows  in  thie  coun^ 
try.  Ife  submits  the  pertinent  question:  If 
breeding  is  a  fad,  why  not  make  it  a  more 
useful  one?  If  hreedirig  and  testing  are  in 
one.  a  money-making  game,  why  not  play 
the  game  square  With  the  cow  and  disccm- 
tinue  the  ttnntis  ;;fbrdng  for  high  records  that' 
has  killed  and  jput  on  the  invalid  list  many 
good  cows?  Breed  for  the  future  of  the  breed 
and  dairying,  and  thereby  help  the  fellow 
who  will  come  in  after  vou  fall  out.  He  pos- 
sibly will  be  forced  to  depend  more  upon  the 
production  of  the  cow  for  his  profits  than  big 
prices  for  the  offspring  of  cows  that  are  idle 
from  one-half  to  three-fourths  of  the  ttntiev.  '

ONIONS  should  be  sown  as  ef rly  as  poa» 
sible  in  soil  well  nianurcd  during  the 
Autumn,  in  a  soil  fine  and  dry.  Draw  the  drills 
to  an  even  depth  of  little  more  than  an  inch. 
These  are  easily  made  by  using  one  point  of 
the  draw  hoe,  the  bla(|^  lightly  touching  the 
guiding  line  while,  the  furrow  is  formed,  and 
the  soil  being  thrown  out  on  one  side.  Tliie 
rows  should  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
apart,  otherwise  there  will  be  a  difficulty  in 
keeping  the  bed  clear  oi  weeds  and  the  surface 
aerated,  Sow  thinly  to  spare  th^.  seed  and  to 
save  work  in  subsequent  thinnidg.  An  ounce 
of  seed  in  careM  sowing  will  be  sufficient  for 
fifty  yards.  Before  the  seeds  are  covered  it  is 
advisable  to  sow  soot  along  the  rows,  for,  be- 
sides being  a  soil  fertiliaer.  it  assists  in  keep- 
ing off  birds.  Push  the  soil  back  into  the  fur- 
rows with  the  boots  while  walking  astride  the 
row,  aad  then  rake  the  soil  lightly  to  give  it  a 
tidy  appearance. 

Unless  the  weather  is  warm,  it  will  be  some 
time  belm-e  the  seedlings  appear "  above  the 
surface.  .Till  thdi  nothing  can  be  done,  btti  as 
soon  as  the  rows  can  be  clearly  traced,  dust 
the  rows  with  soot  to  keep  out  the  onion  fly, 
and  lighUy  loosen  the  soil  between  the  rows, 
preferably  with  a. thrust  or  Dtttch  hoikvunless 
the  soil  IS  very  heavy.  This  operation  will 
considerably  forward  the  seedlings,  When  the 
seedlings  snow  a  tendency  to  crowd,  and  when 
they  are  large  enough  to  be  drawn  for  use, 
they  may  be  thinned.  ^  The  distance  finally  left 
between  the  plants  will  depend  on  the  sire  die^ 
sired.  If  fairly  large  bulbs  are  required,  th^y 
may  be  left  at  six  inches  apart,  with^  cor- 
respondingly less  for  smaller  bulbs.  A  good 
plan  is  to  dmde  the  plot  into  three  parts,  thin- 
ning one  part  to  six  inches,  another  to  two  6r 
three  inclines,  and  leaving  a  few  rows  unthin- 
ned,  e)(cept  in  places  where  they  are  nnduly 
thick,  ^hen  the  onion  maggot  is  likely  to  be 
troublesome,  press  back  the  soil  l&rnUy  .agi|inst 
the  stems  after  thinning,  to  prev^t  ihe  ij^ 
from  lading  its  eggs  )^st  below  the  ,  sttrfacc. 
As  additional  preventives,  soot  may, be  ireeiy 
dusted  over  the  surface  and  sand  moistened 
with  paraffin  spread  thinly  ak>ng  each  side  of 
the  rows.  Throughout  the  season  keep  thelwd 
free  from  weeds.  Dtfi^  June  and  July  a 
stimulant  may  be  giveh  two  or  three  dressr 
ings  of  nitrate  of  soda  or  sulphate  of  ammonia 
at  intervals  of  about  two  weeks.  Ulls  Wtrfk 
is  best  carried  out  during  a  shower,  wjien  the 
manure  will  at  once  be  washed  into  the  soikir.
